Marine Helicopter Crash Kills 7 


When Training Exercises Turn Deadly 

Several accidents have happened in the past year involving Marine train- 
ing in Southern California. In September, a twin-engine, two-seat AH-IW Cobra 
helicopter went down during training, killing two Marine pilots. In August, two 
Marines were ejected from their F/A-18 Hornet fighter jet as it plunged toward 
the Pacific Ocean, and they spent hours in the dark, chilly ocean before they were 
rescued. In July, a Marine was killed during a training exercise when his UH-IY he- 
licopter went down in a remote section of Camp Pendleton. Another Hornet sus- 
tained at least $1 million in damage when its engine caught fire in March during a 
training exercise; eight sailors, a Marine and two civilians were injured, (ap) 


Midair collision one 
of deadliest training 
accidents in years

Two Marine Corps helicopters col- 
lided in midair over a remote sec- 
tion of the California desert during 
a nighttime exercise, killing seven 
Marines in one of the deadliest mili- 
tary training accidents in years. 

The latest in a series of crash- 
es involving troops from Camp 
Pendleton occurred about 8 p.m. 
Wednesday near the Chocolate 
Mountains along the Arizona bor- 
der and involved an AH-lW Cobra 
carrying two crew members and a 
UH-1 Huey utility helicopter carry- 
ing five, Lt. Maureen Dooley with 
Miramar Air Base in San Diego 
said Thursday. 

Six of the victims were from 
Camp Pendleton — the largest 
base on the West Coast — and one 


was from Marine Corps Air Station 
Yuma in Arizona. Their identities 
had not been released. 

Officials were investigating the 
accident, gathering most of the 
evidence Thursday after the sun 
rose in the area favored by the U.S. 
military and its allies for training 
because the hot, dusty conditions 
and craggy mountains replicate 
Afghanistan’s harsh environment 
and the clear weather allows for 
constant flying.

The AH-lW carries a crew of 
two — a pilot and gunner — and 
is considered the Marine Corps’ 
main attack helicopter.

Letter comes as fury

Fiddling with electronic devices while riding Metro is generally a 
bad idea — especially if you'd like to leave the transit system still 
in possession of said devices. But Deborah Forbes is grateful she 
had her Kindle last Friday. 


Inspired by my column that morning about 
folks illegally drinking coffee on the train, 
she handed a copy of Express to a fellow 
Orange Line passenger who was sipping 
from a steaming cup and asked her to read 
it. That’s when things got ugly. 

“She threw the paper on the floor, and 
told me I should be careful who I [messed] 
with because they might be ‘carrying,’” 
Forbes says. She ignored the threat and 
pulled out her Kindle. Smart move, 
because the coffee drinker then threw the 
cup at her. Using the device as a paddle, 
Forbes batted the projectile away. 

There are two lessons here. 1. Try not 


to confront unstable peo- 
ple on Metro. 2. There’s a 
lot more you can do with an 
electronic gadget besides 
organizing your Pinter- 
est board. 

The latest reason to risk 
the safety of your iPhone 
or iPad is an app released 
this week. Metro Master 
($2.99, Dcmetromaster.com), created by 
two recent GW alums, tells you the opti- 
mal place to board so you’ll be situated as 
close as possible to the station exit when 
the train arrives at your destination. 




“I love being the first one on the esca- 
lator,” says David Glidden, who realized 
that making sure he could manage that 
at every station would require research. 
He started taking notes on his iPod touch 
to remind himself of which car to get on 
depending on where he was headed. The 
process became such a pain, he enlisted 
his pal Andrew Thai to help create a pro- 
gram devoted to exit strategies. 

Now, it’s a cinch to find out that if 
you’re on the Red Line and want to leave 
Farragut North via the east L Street exit, 
you’ll want to make sure you’re at the 
first door of the first car. If you’d rather 
go for the west L Street exit, get to the 
third door of the fourth car. 

Don’t care how far you have to walk, as 
long as you have a seat? The app lets you 
check rider usage data to determine how 
crowded each car generally is, so you can 
aim for one with fewer people. But I’m not 
promising they won’t be unstable.

A bill that would legalize same- 
sex marriage in Maryland was 
approved by the state Senate, which 
advanced a measure that narrow- 
ly cleared the House of Delegates 
last week. 

The final vote by the state Senate 
ended a yearlong drama in Annapo- 


lis over the legislation, and marked 
the first time an East Coast state 
south of the Mason-Dixon Line has 
supported gay nuptials. 

The measure 
now moves to Gov. 
Martin O’Malley, 
a Democrat, who 
has said he will 
sign it.

states in allowing same-sex mar- 
riages.

Backstory 

The bill to legalize same-sex 
marriage won narrow approval 
the night of Feb. 17 in the Maryland 
House of Delegates. The 72-67 vote, 
which followed a day of emotional 
and contentious debate, capped a 
dramatic turnaround from a year 
ago. But Maryland voters could get 
the final say: Opponents are widely 
expected to launch a petition drive 
that could put the issue on the No-

Metro to Alter 
Work for Cherry 
Blossom Festival 

Washington 

Metro says it is planning to suspend 
its aggressive schedule of track 
work during the cherry blossom 
season beginning in March.

The Wizards 

John Wall came into the NBA last season accom- 
panied by a blaze of hype befitting the No. 1 pick 
in the draft. The erstwhile Kentucky star was 
the new face of the franchise and tasked with 
lifting the moribund Wizards into at least the 
public consciousness, if not the playoffs. 

Wall had the shoe deal, the commercials, the 
media coverage and the notoriety. But approach- 
ing the All-Star break of his second, lockout-

truncated, season. Wall is no longer one of the 
league’s primary talking points — usurped by 
Linsanity, Ricky Rubio, Lob City etc. 

Case in point: Wall was the 12th player taken 
in the Rising Stars Challenge draft conducted by 
Charles Barkley and Shaquille O’Neal, behind 
guys like Paul George and Kemba Walker. 

“It’s most definitely surprising,” Wizards for- 
ward Rashard Lewis said. “It’s John Wall!” 

For his part. Wall has maintained his stoic 
reserve through what has been a turbulent sea- 
son for the struggling Wizards (7-26). 

“You have to mature,” Wall said. “That’s 
the business side of the NBA. You just have 
to keep working on your game to help your 
team win.” 

Last season. Wall averaged 16.4 points and 
8.3 assists while shooting 41 percent from the 
floor and 30 poercent from 3 -point range. One 
of Wall’s stated goals in the off-season was 
working to become more of an outside threat, 
and said he spent a large majority of the lock- 
out shooting jumpers. 

So far, it’s been a mixed bag. Wall is aver- 
aging 16.7 points, 7.5 assists and is shooting 
42 percent from the field. He’s essentially 
eschewed 3-pointers from his game, taking less 
than two dozen, but has lowered his assist-to- 
turnover ratio to 1.82. 

At times, it appears Wall is trying too hard 
to make things happen, often careening into 
the teeth of opposing defenses without any real 
plan, something interim coach Randy Wittman 
has been working to fix. 

“He’s learning how we want to play and the 
pace we want to play at,” Wittman said. “He’s get- 
ting an understanding of how he has to play.” 

Wall has had some great games (38 points, 
eight assists versus the Rockets) and some 
clunkers (eight points on 3 of 12 shooting ver- 
sus the Raptors), which seems about right for 
a second-year player in a semi-dysfunction- 
al situation. 

“From the beginning of the year to now is 
definitely a different John Wall,” Lewis said. 
“He’s not only scoring, but he’s getting his team- 
mates the ball. He’s getting a lot of us easy bas- 
kets, and that’s the John Wall we need to see 
every night.” elliott smith

Chemistry has been a theme for 
this season’s Hoyas team since their 
summer trip to China. Coach John 
Thompson III has consistently said 
Shanghai is where the team mem- 
bers learned to trust each other and 
prove what they were capable of — a 
feat reached quickly due to the fresh- 
men’s incoming attitudes.

Then with 44 seconds left in 
the game, he was fouled while 
putting in the game-tying basket. 
A 58 percent free-throw shooter, 
Padgett then calmly sank his foul 
shot to give the Terrapins (16-11, 
6-7 ACC) the lead for good. They 
followed their most deflating loss 
with their most encouraging vic- 
tory. Padgett’s 16 points, nearly 
twice his season average, and six 
rebounds were critical. 

“I just felt the building getting 
louder and louder,” senior Sean 
Mosley said. “When Padgett got 


that one-and-one, it was huge for 
us. He’s been coming along slow- 
ly but surely.” 

Padgett’s progression has been 
sharp this year. He averaged bare- 
ly three points a game in his first 
two seasons in College Park, but 
this year is averaging 9.1 points 
and 5.7 rebounds per game. 

On Saturday, against ACC bot- 
tom-dweller Georgia Tech, the Ter- 
rapins have the opportunity to build 
momentum going into the final week 
of the regular season and games 
against No. 7 North Carolina and 
No. 25 Virginia.

As the daughter of a White House 
social secretary, Ali Wentworth grew 
up in propriety and privilege. It doesn’t 
seem a natural jumping-off point for 
portraying Cher on “In Living Color.” 
But as a comic, she’s made a name for 
herself with appearances on Oprah 
Winfrey’s and Jay Leno’s shows, and 
her role as a shrink on Starz’s “Head 
Case.”

“Ali in Wonderland: And Other Tall 
Tales” ($26, Harper). 

You grew up in D.C. immersed in 
the world of 70s and ’80s pol- 
itics. How did your upbringing 
influence your career? 

I thought it was way too serious 
and heavy-handed. I couldn’t wait 
to leave and go to L.A. I was look- 
ing for humor all of the time. 


It seems like your mother [Mabel 
Cabot, Nancy Reagan’s social 
secretary] was a big influence.

How do you feel about 
presidential election years? 

I’m used to elections taking away 
my husband. It’s like awards sea- 
son in Holljrwood.

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Spices and skillet skills make popcorn 
the star of your Academy Awards bash 



There is an element of unpredictability to the 
Oscars. Will Billy Crystal fill out a tux as well as 
James Franco? If Meryl Streep wins, will Rooney 
Mara take her down with a golf club? Can a silent 
movie dominate a ceremony where people can’t 
stop talking? Still, there is one guarantee: The night 
will go long. That’s why we’d recommend serving 
up a few bowls of homemade gourmet popcorn 
before the epic telecast begins. 



For a top pop, start with killer ker- 
nels. Corporate chef Joe Goetze at 
Founding Farmers (1924 Pennsyl- 
vania Ave. NW; 202-822-8783) uses 
so-called “mushroom” popcorn in his 
restaurant’s rotating menu of popcorn 
flavors (salt and vinegar; barbecue 
spice; ranch). The kernels puff up to 
twice the size of your average Orville 
Redenbacher ones. The bigger, more 
toothsome variety is sold at gourmet 
supermarkets such as Wegmans and 
Whole Foods, or online at sites such 
as Popcorncounty.com. 

To make the best bowl of corn, 
use a flat-bottomed pan or skil- 
let with a tight-fitting lid 
(sorry, microwave!). Woks 
and other curved cook- 
ware don’t work well,

No matter what sort of strange 
butter substitutes you’ve tasted at 
the movies, at home, your popcorn 
should use a good oil. Westend Bis- 
tro’s (1190 22 St. NW; 202-974- 
4900) chef de cuisine, Joe Palma, 
who features a well-loved truffled 
popcorn on his bar bites menu, pre- 
fers canola or peanut oil, because 
they have high smoke points. “The 
hotter you can get your oil, the 
quicker the kernels are going to 
pop,” he says. “That way they soak 
up less oil and don’t get soggy.” 
Coconut, sunflower or pumpkin 
seed oil are also good choices. 

Whichever one you choose, you 
need only one or two tablespoons 
of it. Make sure the bottom of your 
pan is thinly coated before you turn

the burner to a medium-high heat. 
Hannah Miles, author of “Pop- 
corn Treats” ($16, Ryland Peters & 
Small), recommends putting a few 
kernels in while the oil is still cold. 
When they blossom with a bang, 
you know you’ve hit the right tem- 
perature for top popping. 

Once you’re primed to pop, put 
in about 1/2 cup of kernels (serves 
two to four) and put the lid on lock- 
down. Give the pan a quick shake 
to coat the kernels with oil, then 
shake it every 30 seconds to circu- 
late the contents. Since you can’t 
see what you’re cooking, perk up 
your ears. First the stuff will pop 
slowly, then there will be an intense 
burst of activity, and then it will 
start to peter off Take your pan off 
the heat when it gets down to five 
seconds between pops. “But leave 
the lid on for another minute or so, 
because some will still pop,” Miles 
says. “You don’t want them firing 
off around the kitchen.” 

Then it’s time to season your 
popcorn. The first addition should 
always be freshly melted salted 
butter (about 1/3 cup), which helps 
other ingredients stick. From there 
you can go sweet or a savory, or ket- 
tle corn style (both). 

Miles likes bringing together 
several ingredients so you don’t 
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get a one-note snack. Her Paprika 
Smoky Bacon Popcorn (see sidebar) 
includes porky pieces, a dusting of 
paprika, sharp shredded cheddar 
and ground black pepper, while her 
Raspberry and White Chocolate 
Popcorn (see recipe sidebar) incor- 
porates tangy raspberry powder, 
sweet chocolate chips and a dash 
of aromatic vanilla extract. 

Or you can keep it super-simple. 
For maximum taste with minimum 
of effort, Amanda McClements of 
Metrocurean (Metrocurean.com) 
recommends sprinkling on some 
nutritional yeast flakes, which are 
available at Whole Foods or online 
at Amazon.com. “It has this very 
savory, umami flavor,” she says. “It 
tastes like a cross between soy and 
Parmesan cheese.” 

Her other go-to toppings when 
she’s feeling lazy include a smat- 
tering of truffle salt (“a little goes 
a very long way”), a drizzle of soy 
sauce or a shower of pre-mixed 
powdered meat rub. No matter 
how you top your pop though, 
it’s guaranteed to be a winner, no 
matter how late your party runs.

Trends 

Everyone knows the feeling: It’s the end of 
a long day and all you want to do is come 
home, have the valet park your car, put your 
feet up, and call your building’s masseuse for 
an evening spa treatment. 

OK, maybe that doesn’t sound like your life 
— but it is a reality for some lucky people. 

With steep competition in the local real 
estate market, new condo and apartment 
buildings are luring residents in with perks 
and amenities — the more indulgent, the bet- 
ter. Newer high-rises include features such as 
pools, rooftop decks, manicured courtyards, 
high-end g 3 mis and plush party rooms to give 
prospective buyers the feeling of a full-ser- 
vice community in the city. 

High-end condos 

At the high end of the luxury spectrum is 
Arlington’s Turnberry Tower (1881 N. Nash 
St., Arlington; 703-243-3000) where a con- 
cierge is available free of charge to help res- 
idents make restaurant reservations, book 
air travel or plan parties in either the on-site 
party room or the 12-seat movie theater. The 
building’s health club has a spacious studio 
for Pilates, Zumba and yoga classes, as well 
as an indoor pool, a hot tub and an outdoor 
sunning terrace. The 26-story high-rise was 
completed in 2010.

Homeowners can opt to have 
any of the health club’s spa treat- 
ments performed in their condos. 
A one-hour massage costs $90, 
whether you choose to have it in 
the health club or in the privacy 
of your own home. Luckily, every 
unit’s marble-tiled bathroom is 
large enough to accommodate the 
masseuse’s table, along with scent- 
ed candles and oils. 

“They transform the bathroom 
into a little spa,” said Anne Blake- 
man, a member of Turnberry’s 
sales team. 

Blakeman said top -tier ameni- 
ties help her sell condos, even with 
steep price tags. The one-, two- 
and three-bedroom units that are 
still available for sale at Turnber- 
ry Tower range from $750,000 to 
$4.5 million. “With the price range 
of the condos we sell, everybody’s 
looking for a full-service ameni- 
ties package,” she said. 

Turnberry’s amenity fees are 
rolled into condo association fees, 
which run from $600 a month 
for a one-bedroom apartment up 
to $1,300 a month for penthouse 
condos. 

In Foggy Bottom, the Residence 
at 22West (1177 22nd St. NW; 202- 
333-3313) has a concierge to help 
homeowners with tasks such as 
making restaurant reservations. A 
porter is on hand to run errands, 
including picking up prescriptions 
and dropping off dry-cleaning. 
“Basically anything you need they 
can pretty much facilitate for you,” 
said Tyler Jeffrey, a real estate agent 
with Coldwell Banker’s Dupont 
office who sells units in 22West 
and in Turnberry Tower. 

Prices for one-bedroom condos 
at 22West, which was completed 
in 2008, start around $750,000. 
Condo association fees are higher 
than at other buildings — about a 
dollar per square foot of individual 
living space — because the build- 
ing includes charges for electric- 
ity, Internet and 300 cable chan- 
nels. Bundling bills is yet another 
service available. “The concept for 
this building is that people might 
have homes elsewhere so they don’t

want different sets of bills in differ- 
ent cities,” said Mei-Mei Venners, 
a broker at 22West. 

Mid-range condos 

For those who can’t (yet) afford 
luxury spots, there are plenty of 
amenities to be found at lower 
prices. 

Sarah Hawkins said her top 
priority when buying a condo was 
location. The 30-year-old attor- 
ney wanted to be able to walk to 
her law firm and to be a part of 
the vibrant downtown commu- 
nity. The Clara Barton (616 E St. 
NW; 202-347-0803), built in 2004 
in Penn Quarter, fulfilled those 
needs, but its extra perks, includ- 
ing a 24-hour doorman, made her 
confident it was the place for her. 
“The amenities become a tipping 
point once you have your other 
categories taken care of,” Hawk- 
ins said. 

In addition to its security fea- 


tures, the Clara Barton has a 
sprawling rooftop deck with a 
pool, and gas grills. A small, indoor 
prep kitchen on the roof allows 
easy access to grab marinade from 
the fridge or to wash dishes. Resi- 
dents have free access to comput- 
ers in the building’s business cen- 
ter, a large conference room and a 
movie theater with 12 plush leather 
chairs. There’s also a party room 
residents can use for free at any 
time (reserving it for exclusive use 
costs extra). 

Amenities like these come at 
a cost for developers, who pay 
more to install them, but condo 
sellers say they’re worth it in the 
long run. 

The Clara Barton’s proper- 
ty manager, Alberto Ramirez- 
De-Arellano, said it’s unlike- 
ly the building would have sold 
out as quickly in the competitive 
Penn Quarter area without its 
extra perks. “When you want to 
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compete with other condos in the 
area, our amenities by far close the 
deal for everyone,” he said. 

Apartments 

When Natalie Kalas, 22, went 
searching for her first apartment 
after graduating from American 
University, she was looking for 
the basics: the right location and 
the right price. She and her room- 
mate found the Axiom at Capi- 
tol Yards (100 I St. SE; 866-658- 
2490) and were wowed by the 
2008 building’s free fitness cen- 
ter, business center and courtyard. 
They especially loved the rooftop 
deck, which has a pool, grills, din- 
ing areas and a panoramic view of 
the city. “We really got more bang 
for our buck,” Kalas said. 

Two-bedrooms units like theirs 
start at about $2,300 a month (stu- 


dios start at $1,595 per month, 
one-bedrooms at $1,965), and the 
Axiom offers six weeks free for 
signing a 13-month lease. 

Although Kalas’ job at an 
accounting company keeps her 
from grilling on the roof as often 
as she’d like, she has a new appre- 
ciation for the other perks of liv- 
ing in a high-rise, including the 
convenience of the free English 
muffins and pastries for break- 
fast and Starbucks coffee that 
the Axiom provides every week- 
day morning. 

“It really emphasized how 
great a deal it was,” Kalas says. 
“Normally for the price you get a 
room, and that’s about it. It’s just 
added value.” 

The Axiom charges a one-time 
$100 administrative fee when rent- 
ers sign leases, says Jen Paige, a 


property manager who oversees 
the Axiom. Other apartment build- 
ings charge an annual fee per res- 
ident or per apartment. 

Whether in an apartment or 
a condo, many residents say the 
fees are worth it. 

“The level of services are high, 
so you’re getting what you pay 
for,” Hawkins says. Her condo’s 
rooftop deck turned out to be the 
scene of some of the most impor- 
tant moments of her life. 

Two years ago, she invited 
Blaise Warren up to her rooftop 
deck for beers — their first date. 
Less than a year later, he proposed 
in the same spot. 

“He took me up at sunset last 
May,” she remembers. They’ll 
be married in March and live 
together at the Clara Barton.

Real Estate 

Noelle Dorment and her husband, 
Mike, didn’t drive only themselves 
crazy when they were looking for 
their dream house in Kensington’s 
Chevy Chase View neighborhood. 
They took their real estate agent 
along with them. 

“We weren’t the easiest people 
to work with, that’s for sure,” says 
Noelle Dorment, 40, director of two 
autism waiver programs. She and 
her husband, 39 — vice president 
at Worcester Eisenbrandt, a his- 
toric-building restoration firm — 
were very specific in their require- 
ments, right down to yard size (big, 
on a corner lot) and finishes (high- 
end). During their yearlong search, 
the former Silver Spring residents 
looked at about 20 houses and asked 
their agent. Dee Murphy of Cold- 
well Banker in Vienna, to write five 
offers, which take about an hour 
each to pen. (The Dorments either 
changed their minds or were out- 
bid on four of them.) 

Dorment attributes their even- 
tual success with their fifth bid 
— they bought a three-bedroom, 
two-bathroom house in July 2010 
to which they’re adding two bed- 
rooms and bathrooms — to Mur- 
phy’s patience and personality. 
“She was detail-oriented and knew 
how to help us weed through it all,” 
says Dorment (who found Mur- 
phy through a friend’s recommen- 
dation). “She could be humorous 
when we needed it.” 

Demeanor is a huge part of what 
makes an agent great (or awful), but 
with more than 9,000 Realtors in 
the D.C. metro area, according to 
the Greater Capital Area Associa- 
tion of Realtors (Gcaar.com), lots 


of other factors — both personal 
and professional — come into play. 
Besides obvious requirements such 
as good communication skills and 
an encyclopedic knowledge of the 
area, experts cite self-motivation, 
honesty and tech savvy as the top 
attributes to look for in an agent. 

“There isn’t just one key format 
for a successful real estate agent,” 
says Donna Evers, who’s worked 
in D.C. real estate for 36 years and 
founded the boutique company 
Evers and Co. Real Estate (Ever- 
sco.com) in 1985. When she’s look- 
ing to add to her team of 100, she’s 
drawn first to someone who’s driv- 
en, because although agents work 
for a company, they’re independent 
contractors, not employees.

“Being a real estate agent is like 
putting your sign out and being in 
business for yourself You really are 
an entrepreneur,” Evers says. “Even 
if you get a lot of support from your 
company and you have a tremen- 
dous network of people you know, 
you still have to convince every- 
body to use you.” 

And the allure of a deal can 
make it tough to determine who’s 
being straightforward, says Dew- 
ita Soeharjono, who runs the Metro 
DC Homes blog (Metrodchomes. 
typepad.com). “Instead of telling 
the truth to the seller that it’s just 
not possible to sell their home at 
the price they wanted, agents are 
willing to take the deal” for the 
sake of getting wider name rec- 
ognition, she writes in an email.

As a Weichert agent, Soeharjono 
once had a seller who believed his 
home would sell for $700,000, 
but the market had declined, and 
although Soeharjono knew he 
wouldn’t get it, she took the job 
on to circulate her name to other 
agents and prospective custom- 
ers. The house never sold. “As far 
as business concern, this wasn’t a 
good move,” she wrote. 

Making sure someone is not 
self-serving is “the most difficult 
thing to distinguish because there 
are Realtors with great personali- 
ties that can fool you,” says Marc 
Fleisher, who has 33 years of real 
estate experience in the D.C. area, 
has sold $2.5 billion in property, 
and has held the title of No. 1 Long 
and Foster top producer nationwide 
in residential sales for the past 15

enough to do it, or you don’t.” 

Do your research by calling the 
local board of Realtors or the man- 
ager at a neighborhood company to 
ask who the top agents are. A quick 
Google search can reveal a lot about 
an agent, too, such as which neigh- 
borhoods they specialize in and 
their employment history. 

The Internet is a common start- 
ing point for many buyers. Last 
year, 40 percent of buyers first 
learned online about the home 
they bought, while 35 percent were 
introduced to it by a real estate 
agent, according to a 2011 survey 
by the National Association of Real- 
tors (Realtor.org). Still, 91 percent 
who searched online purchased 
through an agent in person. 

A personal touch keeps agents 
crucial to the buying and selling 
processes, says Carol Poe, a Real- 
tor who works out of the Waldorf, 
Md., Long & Foster office. “People 
can look on the Internet and find 
out what’s on sale themselves,” 
she says. “It’s your training and 
your level of understanding of the 
industry and your excitement and 
enthusiasm and level of commit- 
ment to that client that makes the 
difference.” 

The Internet has increased 
the stakes for agents, says Jon 
Heithaus, chief marketing officer 
at Metropolitan Regional Infor- 
mation Systems, which runs the

country’s largest real estate list- 
ing service and monitors market 
trends. “The stronger the Inter- 
net gets,” he says, “the more it 
becomes essential for a really 
savvy, connected, networked real 
estate agent to be the definitive 
local expert.” 

Agents’ use of online tools is 
more important now than the certifi- 
cations they have, Heithaus adds. 

The agent-customer relationship 
requires close interactions, includ- 
ing chats about personal finances, 
over several weeks or even years. 
If either party feels uncomfort- 
able, that can undermine a deal, 
regardless of how good an agent 
looks on paper. 

“You have to just match per- 
sonalities,” Murphy says. “Dealing 
with someone like Mike [Dorment], 
he tells me to write a contract 
and I write a contract, and then 
the next day he decides, ‘That’s 
not the house for us.’ You need to 
have a relationship with someone 
where you’re not going to stran- 
gle them if they do that to you.”

ArLington blogger 
Christine Bensten 
brings out the beauty 
in beat-up antiques 


Decor 

In a large yet cozy house in North 
Arlington, Christen Bensten has a 
lot going on. 

Between carpools and ballet 
classes for three children under 
the age of 5, Bensten is painting 
old furniture, selling it online and 
blogging about it all as fast as she 
can. “I always wanted to be a writ- 
er,” she says. She never dreamed 
she would be writing about furni- 
ture rescue through a blog called 
Blue Egg Brown Nest. 

It all started because the Ben- 
stens needed a large nest. Two years 
ago, after tearing down a one-sto- 
ry brick ranch house, they built a 
cedar-shingle house with an open 
floor plan and six bedrooms. Final- 
ly, there was room for Bensten and 
her husband, Brent, and their three 
children, three cats and a Labrador. 
But Bensten says she had no budget 
for furniture after the costly demo- 
lition, design and construction. 

She experimented with paint- 
ing techniques that could take a 
beat-up chest or table with good 
bones and turn it into something 
plucked from Provence. She first 
used milk paint, a modern version 
of the ancient formula of milk and 
pigment that produces a finish that 
mellows with time. She eventual- 
ly settled on a line of British chalk 
paints by Annie Sloan. The dura- 
ble chalk paint requires no pre- 
sanding and has a creamy finish. 
(It has no relation to chalkboard 
paint.) “It’s a fresh yet antique 
look,” Bensten says. 

Using several coats of chalk 
paint, special waxes and a light 
sanding at the end, she gave new 
life to discarded vanities and end 
tables. She sees the resulting pati-

na, and her general decorating 
style, as part French farmhouse, 
part American vintage. 

“I was amazed how I could 
change the look of a grungy old 
piece into something practical and 
beautiful,” says Christen, 34. 

Each of her pieces is unique. 
“You can’t get that look at Crate 
and Barrel or Pottery Barn,” Chris- 
ten says. She prices to sell, she says, 
which means a dresser costs about 
$350 and a chair goes for $65. 
While she builds her business, she 
has assembled a stylish look for her 
own house in a mostly neutral pal- 
ette: white slipcovered sofas, sisal 
rugs and burlap pillows. 

Now she paints during nap 
time and after the kids have gone 
to bed. In the evening, she search- 
es for accessories online. The UPS 
delivery truck is always dropping 
something off 

“Every day I come home and 
something is changed,” Brent Ben- 
sten says. The kids have gotten used 
to the price tags hanging from their 
furniture. They think it’s normal 
that things come and go. “I sold my 
china cabinet in the dining room 
recently,” Bensten says.

Behind a backstage door, Maury 
Povich leafs through papers and lis- 
tens to his producers brief him on 
that day’s paternity mysteries. He 
checks the pronunciation of a name 
or two, tries to get straight which 
man is claiming a childhood testic- 
ular injury. Then he’s ready. 

“Let’s play the game,” the veter- 
an TV personality says as he rises 
and heads toward the door. A cou- 
ple of turns down a hallway later, 
he steps onto a stage as a roar of 
recognition greets him. 

In the post-Oprah Winfrey day- 
time world, these are good days to 
be Maury Povich. His show has its 
best ratings in five years, and Pov- 
ich, 73, has signed on for another 
season after this, the show’s 14th 
year. “Maury” is the top talk show 
among young viewers. And there’s 


an inexhaustible supply of people 
who don’t mind telling cringe-wor- 
thy stories about themselves. 

Before delivering DNA results 
to talk show guests, Povich was a 
longtime broadcast journalist in 
Washington. Yet since he went to 
“A Current Affair” in 1986, Povich 
knows he’s going to get some disap- 
proving looks from other guests at 
snooty cocktail parties. That’s when 
he heads to the kitchen, or talks to 


the bartender. His people. 

He said he’s always wanted to 
tell stories and still does. If people 
look down on him for doing that, 
he looks down on them. 

A friend recently tut-tutted 
Povich about the show, shaking 
his head and saying he wouldn’t 
do it for a million dollars. Povich’s 
eyes twinkled as he recalled his 
response. “I said, ‘Neither would
